HOWARD BRAME 



Maimed In a Corn Shredder In 
a Horrible Manner. 

Loses His Left Arm and the 
Fingers of His Right 
Hand. 



Howard Brame, a young farmer 
of Longview, was the victim of a 
horrible accident Saturday while 
operating a corn shredder. In 
some way his hands were caught in 
the machine and his arms pulled in 
and fearfully mangled. The young 
man's arms clogged the machine 
and stopped its motion. It was 
several minutes beloie he could be 
rtltllcd, both arms were found 
to be horribly crushed and stripped 
9f flesh; Mr. Brame with wonder- 
lui nerve walked to the house and 
scut tor a doctor and directed the 
relict that the men <.n the place 
COUld gin bin. Dr. Austin Bell 
soon arrived and fouud that the left 
arm .vould have to be amputated 
above the elbow and that the right 
arm was in almost as bad a con- 
dition. The little linger was 
gone, the forearm was stripped of 
flesh and the bones of the elbow 
were crushed. The yonng man was 
so weakened from the loss of blood 
that he could not undergo the ampu- 
ition for 24 hours. ^ 
The operation was performed Sun- 
iy, the left arm and all the fingers 
the right hand except the thumb 
and forefinger being removed. 

Mr. Brame stood the operation 
11 and was yesterday reported to 
doing reasonably well, though 
:re is still doubt of his recovery, 
le is a young man about 27 years 
, a nephew of Mrs. H. A. Rogers, 
of this city. His mother, who lives 
in Carlisle, Ark., was sent for and 
Mrs. Rogers at once went to her 
nephew's bedside.

He said the new court will not be 
organized until January, 

When asked if a Republican Court 
cf Appeals would have any effect 
on determining his return to Ken- 
tucky Mr. Taylor refused to say 
anything.

PASSINQ OF PRAIIRIE DOQ. 



Graziers Have Declared Incessant 
War Against Him. 



The agricultural experiment sta- 
,tion at Lincoln, Neb., has juat 
issued a bulletin which seals the 
fate of that picturesque little fellow, 
the prairie dog, the only object that 
gives vital interest to the monoto- 
ous plains of the far West, says 
the Los Angeles Kxpress. It is 
always a relief to run paht a 
prairie dog town in the interminable 
dull expanse of cactus and sage 
brush, but his time has come, and 
he must speedily become an ex- 
tinct animal, and the holes which 
have once known him will know 
him no more forever. 

The industrial forces of civiliza- 
tion are leagued against the prairie 
dog, and it is his own fault, for 
innocent as he looks, he is bad. 
Like Artemus Ward's kangaroo, 
he is an "amoosin' little cuss." 
But he is destructive. He kills out 
the grass, and as that part of the 
country frequented by the prairie 
dog is almost entirely used forgraz- 
ing purposes, his extermination has 
been ordered to save the land from 
I.** ravages. 

T*he bulletin gives the fatal pre- 
scription in minute detail. First, 
dissolve three ounces of strychnine 
and one-half pound of cyanide ot 
potassium in one quart of boiling 
water. Then add two quarts of 
molasses and one teaspoonful of oil 
of anise. Stir. Then pour the so- 
lution over a bushel of wheat, 
while mixing it together, sprinkle 
in four pounds of finely ground 
cornmlal, which enables the grains 
of wheat to carry a large amount ot 
poison. It is a tempting menu for 
Cynomys Ludovicians, but one tea- 
s^honful at a hole ends the career 
of the whole family, and the propor- 
tion given above will dispose ol a 
town of 500 acres, the number of 
families to the acre ranking from 
ninety to 150. 

The bulletin further says that 
this year the poisoning is being 
done over a large range of territory, 
and with^-gratifying results, so 
that it is not improbable that in a 
short time the last prairie dog will 
have disappeared. The railroad 
traveler, as he crosses the plains, 
will miss the sight of the little fel- 
lows whp have added life and gay- 
ety to the otherwise monotonous 
scenery, But they should not have 
been bad. It is to be regretted 
that the learned bulletin was not 
sufficiently explicit. It does not tell 
what becomes of the prairie dog's 
boarderB, the owl and the rattle- 
snake, «vho, though never seeu, 
were once popularly believed to 
share with him the comforts ot home 
and to dwell together in delightful 
ono. d. Do they also partake of 
thAtempting meal left at the door, 
.,m pass away with the propi ietor 
and bit family, or do tbey expire of 
griel as they witness the sad 
tfagedj ?

Judge Clifton J. Pratt, of Madi 
sonville, who was the Republican 
nominee for attorney general, was 
in the city yesterday and is said t< 
have authorized the statement that 
when O'Kear takes his seat on thi 
court of appeals bench, the first of 
January, he will take an appeal 
from the judgment of the Franklin 
circuit court in the contes* case for 
the attorney generalship.

The official canvass of the elec- 
tion returns for Christian county 
began Friday morning and was 
concluded yesterday morning. 

The sessions cf the Board were 
held in the circuit clerk's office, all 
of the members being present. 

The Republican candidates were 
represented by attorneys James 
Breathitt and Joe McCarroll. C. O. 
Prowse was appointed tabulator 
for the Board. 

The Democratic members of the 
Board agreed to submit all legal 
questions arising during the count 
to Judge J. I. Landes. the baling 
Republican lawyer of the city. 
This proposition was accepted by 
the Republican member, Mr. C. A. 
Brasher. 

Th.' first question arising was as 
to the doubtful ballots returned. 
The Democrats held that no doubt- 
In I ballot returned could be con- 
sidered UDless it had attached to 
it or sealed up with it a statement 

signed by ail ol tBe officers, setting 
forth whether the ballot had been 
counted or not. Judge Landes was 
appealed to and sustained this con- 
contention, which was based on a 
decision in the case of ADderson vs 
Likens from Ohio county in 1898. 

The count then proceeded and of 
the many doubtful and uncounted 
ballots returned, only 19 were pro- 
vided with the statements required 
by the law. These were consid- 
ered and one vote added to the Re- 
publican ticket and one vote each 
taken lrom two of the Republican 
candidates. 

A few clerical errors were found 
in the unofficial returns, adding 8 
votes to McKinlcy and 4 rotei to 
Beckham. The official vote is 
shown in the table here given.

tor. Aii August daj has about 18 
hours of light, and for that timethe 
sun shines for I'.' hours at least; but 
the butterflies weary of sun and Bow- 
ers, color and light so early that by six 
o'clock, even on warm days, many of 
then have retired for the night.

But the effect is to re- 
duce us size and shape to a narrow 
ridge, making an acute angle with 
the grass stem, hardly distinguish- 
able In shape and color from the seed 
heads on thousands of other stems

. AN INTERESTING CLOCK. 

Combines Many Features of World's 
Most Remarkable Timepieces. 
Messrs. William Potts & Sons, the 
•rell-known clock makers, of Leeds, 
England, have just constructed for 
that city what is claimed to be t<h* 
greatest horological achievement of 
the century. The clock i» a huge 
one, and in it are combined many 
features of the most remarkable clocks 
of the world, sucli as those at Berne 
and Strasburg cathedral., says the Sci- 
entific American. 

The huge clock dial, whicih is of 
polished copper with the figures in- 
■cribed upon it in blue, is flanked upon 
■ither side by a mail-clad knight, each 
holding above his head a battle-ax. 
which serves to strike the gongs at 
the quarters and hours. Ahove the 
clock, upon a kind of perch, stands a 
Urge cockerel. In front of the dial 
is a platform. 

When the quarters of the hour are 
feacher! the mail-clad knisrhts strike 
their gongs. Immediately on the left 
hand side of the dial a door opens au- 
tomatically, and there issues fc.rth a 
Brit i -ih soldier in full uniform.
